In previous editorials, the KcnK'l has miij- 
gesteel that the University open the mcet- 
in«* of the Board of Trustees to^the pnlilie 
and work toward helping the people of tin 
State understand its problems ami needs. 

The proposal to open the )>oard meetings 
to the press will undoubtedly receive vigor- 
ous op|Kisition-if it receives anything. 
Somewhere in the process, the idea that a 
state iinivertity's business is different from 
the business of ,in> other pnblu institution 
has cropped op. 

The advantages to opening the m« - etings 
are numerous. In the first place, opening the 
meeting would, in itself, suggest to the press 
that tlx- I'niversitv is read) to associate it- 
sell more completels with the l* ople- of Ken- 
tucks . 

PurthntRort, opening tin- imvtingi would 

give the press the feeling that the University 
is more of an educational Institution than a 
political institution -an idea which arose 
from a lack ol understanding hetvseen the 
press and the University. 

Last, tin- I'liiverstty MlU have nothiiej; 
to fear. If an issue involving personalities 



needed to lie brouglrt up, tlie board could 
hold a closed session without am complaints. 
Moreover, if ticklish situations came up. the 
board could meet in private Iw-lore officially 
opening the meeting. 

This step of opening tlie meetings, insig- 
nificant and trivial as if might seem to some 
people now. would be a tremendous step to- 
ward putting the University on better rela- 
tions with tlie public than it now is. 

Newsmen generally have the feeling that 
V I'niversity is holding itself aloof from 
the people ... in a closed ivory tower whic h 
needs help but won't ask for it for fear of 
Ix-ing misunderstood. 

II this step were taken, the vvav to starting 
an improved public relations program would 
lie open. One action which would lie justi- 
fied would bf the adding of several* more 
people to the stall of the I'niversitv s public 
relations oilier. Ibis would give the otlice a 
ibaiice to turn out the kind of inhumation 
and interpretation needed to promote 'the 
University. 

\ great state cant evist without ,t great 
university, and a great university can t evist 
until it has the backing of the- people of the 
state Understanding, bust and appreciation 
of the I'niversitv s needs are essential if 
progress is to be made.
